B, T. Love, ofthe Woodland Dairy 
Was the speaker at the regular week - 
ly meeting of the Gyro club held 
Tuesday in the Hudsonia. He apo'te 
On “The Grain Question.” 

Referring to the manifold atffi- 


culties encountered by Alberta erain | 


Stowers, Mr. Love stated that in his 
opinion no question of cUrrent msue 
approachey in importance the haa- 
Gling and disposition of grain. Ons 
real solution of the diMeulty lay in 
the establishing of a large terminal 
elevator in Edmonton, with adequate 
‘hospital’ facilities, At present there 
were many cases of traffic conges- 
tien on the railroads, and Mr. Love 
clearly explained how an elevator in 
Bdmonton would eradicate much of 
this, A terminal elevator wou 4 
enable grain to be screened here, 
while frosted and wet grain could be 
treated tn ‘hospital’ here instead of 
sending it elsewhere. 

Mr. Love clearly and Jucialy ex- 
Plained the tremendous advantages 
consequent upon an exodus of grain 
for Evropean consumption via Van- 
couver. By means of a detailed 
chart he compared prices and freight 
Tates from variowts polnts in the wost 
for grain via Vancouver; via the U 
8. and by other routes, and the com- 
parison was all tn favor of the west 
coast port. 

Mr. Love's address was absorbing- 
ly interesting, there being much new 
light shed on the subject by hte 
concise exposition of his onase. At 
the conclusion the epeaker was ten- 
dered a hearty ovation by the Gyros.
